RECOMMENDATIONS AND FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS 
I. RECOMMENDATIONS 
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1 . THE UNITED NATIONS COUNCIL EOR NAMIBIA INTENDS TO 
CONTINUE TO UNDERTAKE, WHERE APPLICABLE, THE TASKS SET 
OUT IN THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF ITS PREVIOUS REPORTS TO THE

OP THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY RELATING TO NAMIBIA, AND THE LEGI- 
TIMACY OP THEIR STRUGGLE BY ALL MEANS 

AT THE THEIR DISPOSAL AGAINST THE ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OP THEIR 

TERRITORY BY SOUTH 

APRICA; 

(2) DECLARE THAT THE CONTINUED ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OP 
NAMIBIA BY SOUTH AFRICA CONSTITUTES AN ACT OP AGGRESSION 
AGAINST THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE AND THEIR NATIONAL LIBERATION 
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MOVEMENT AS WELL AS AGAINST THE UNITED NATIONS AS THE 
LEGAL ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY OP THE TERRITORY UNTIL 
INDEPENDENCE; 

(3) REQUEST ALL MEMBER STATES TO CO-OPERATE PULLY WITH 

THE UNITED NATIONS COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA, THE SOLE LEGAL AUTHORITY 
EOR THE TERRITORY UNTIL INDEPENDENCE, IN DISCHARGING 
THE MANDATE ENTRUSTED TO IT UNDER THE TERMS AND PROVISIONS 
OP GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 2248(S-V) AND SUBSEQUENT 
RESOLUTIONS OP THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE SECURITY COUNCIL; 

(4) REITERATE THAT THE ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OP NAMIBIA AND THE 
WAR OP REPRESSION WAGED THERE, AS WELL AS THE ACTS 

OP AGGRESSION AGAINST NEIGHBOURING INDEPENDENT AFRICAN 
STATES FROM BASES IN NAMIBIA CONSTITUTE A SERIOUS THREAT TO 
INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY; 

(5) DECLARE THAT WALVIS BAY IS AN INTEGRAL PART OP NAMIBIA 
WITH WHICH IT IS INEXTRICABLY LINKED BY GEOGRAPHICAL, 

HISTORICAL, ECONOMIC, CULTURAL AND ETHNIC BONDS; 

(6) DECLARE THAT THE DECISION OP SOUTH APRICA TO ANNEX WALVIS 
BAY IS AN ACT OP COLONIAL EXPANSION IN VIOLATION OP THE 
PRINCIPLES AND PURPOSES OP THE CHARTER OP THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND OF RESOLUTION 1514 (XV) RENDERING NULL AND VOID THE ACTION 
OP SOUTH APRICA BEFORE THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY; 
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(7) CATEGORICALLY CONDEMN SOUTH AFRICA FOR THE DECISION 
TO ANNEX WALVIS BAY, THEREBY ATTEMPTING TO UNDERMINE THE 
TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND UNITY OF NAMIBIA; 

(8) DECLARE THAT IN ORDER THAT THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA SHALL

(10) SUPPORT THE ARMED STRUGGLE OF THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE, LED 
BY THE SOUTH WEST AFRICA PEOPLE'S ORGANIZATION, TO ACHIEVE 
SELF-DETERMINATION, FREEDOM AND NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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A UNITED NAMIBIA; 

(11) DECIDE THAT ANY INDEPENDENCE TALKS REGARDING NAMIBIA 
MUST BE BETWEEN THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE SOUTH WEST 
AFRICA PEOPLE'S ORGANIZATION AND SOUTH AFRICA, UNDER THE 
AUSPIIES OF THE UNITED NATIONS, FOR THE SOLE PURPOSE OF 
DISCUSSING THE MODALITIES FOR THE TRANSFER 

OF POWER TO THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA; 

(12) APPEAL TO ALL MEMBER STATES TO GRANT ALL NECESSARY SUPPORT 
AND ASSISTANCE TO THE SOUTH WEST AFRICA PEOPLE'S ORGANIZATION IN ITS 
STRUGGLE TO ACHIEVE INDEPENDENCE AND NATIONAL UNITY IN A FREE 
NAMIBIA; 

(13) STRONGLY CONDEMN SOUTH AFRICA FOR ITS PERSISTENT 
REFUSAL TO WITHDRAW FROM NAMIBIA AND FOR ITS MANOEUVRES 
TO CONSOLIDATE ITS ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF THE TERRITORY 

IN VIOLATION OF ALL PERTINENT RESOLUTIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS; 

(14) STRNGLY CONDEMN SOUTH AFRICA FOR ITS PERSISTENT 
REFUSAL TO COMPLY WITH THE PERTINENT RESOLUTIONS OF THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL, IN PARTICULAR RESOLUTION 385(1976) OF 

30 JANUARY 1976; 

(15) STRONGLY CONDEMN THE ILLEGAL SOUTH AFRICAN ADMINIS- 
TRATION FOR ITS MASSIVE REPRESSION OF THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA 

AND THEIR LIBERATION MOVEMENT WITH THE INTENTION OF ESTABLISHING, 
AMONG OTHER THINGS, AN ATMOSPHERE OF INTIMIDATION AND 
TERROR FOR THE PURPOSE OF IMPOSING UPON THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE 
A POLITICAL ARRANGEMENT AIMED AT SUBVERTING THE TERRITORIAL

KALAHARI DESERT REGION; 

(19) DECLARE THAT IN VIEW OE SOUTH AERICA'S CONSISTENT DEEIANCE 
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OF THE UNITED NATIONS, ITS PERSISTENT POLICY OF AGGRESSION 
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AGAINST INDEPENDENT AFRICAN COUNTRIES, IT PRESENTS POLICY OF 
COLONIAL EXPANSIONISM AND ITS POLICY OF APARTHEID, ANY DEVELOPMENT 
OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS BY SOUTH AFRICA CONSTITUTES A SERIOUS 
THREAT TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY; 

(20) DECLARE THAT SOUTH AFRICA IS LIABLE TO PAY REPARATIONS TO 
NAMIBIA FOR THE DAMAGE CAUSED BY ITS ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA 
AND ITS ACTS OF AGGRESSION AGAINST THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE 

SINCE THE TERMINATION OF THE MANDATE OF SOUTH AFRICA OVER NAMIBIA 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 2145 (XXI) 

OF 1966; 

(21) URGE ALL STATES MEMBERS, INDIVIDUALLY AND/OR COLLECTIVELY, 

TO FRUSTRATE ANY ATTEMPT BY SOUTH AFRICA TO DEVELOP NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS; 

(22) DEMAND THAT SOUTH AFRICA PUT AN END TO EXTENDING APARTHEID 
IN NAMIBIA AND TO ITS POLICY OF "BANTUSTANIZATION" OF THE 
TERRITORY, AIMED AT DESTROYING THE NATIONAL UNITY AND THE TERRITORIAL 

INTEGRITY OF NAMIBIA; 

(23) DEMAND THAT SOUTH AFRICA RELREASE ALL NAMIBIAN POLITICAL 
PRISONERS, INCLUDING ALL THOSE IMPRISONED OR DETAINED IN CONNEXION

FOR THEIR RETURN TO THEIR COUNTRY WITHOUR RISK OF ARREST, 

DETENTION, INTIMIDATION OR IMPRISONMENT; 

(25) CALL UPON THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY, ESPECIALLY ALL MEMBER 
STATES, TO REFRAIN FROM ACCORDING ANY RECOGNITION TO, OR CO- 
OPERATION WITH, ANY REGIME WHICH THE ILLEGAL SOUTH AFRICAN 
ADMINISTRATION MAY IMPOSE UPON THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE IN DISREGARD

(26) REQUEST ALL STATES TO CEASE AND DESIST FROM ANY FORM OF

(27) REQUEST ALL STATES TO TAKE EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO PREVENT 
THE RECRUITMENT OF MERCENAIRIES FOR SERVICE IN NAMIBIA OR

(28) REQUEST ALL STATES TO TAKE STEPS TO ENSURE THE TERMINATION 
OF ALL ARMS LICENSING AGREEMENTS WITH SOUTH AFRICA

THE DEVELOPMENT OP A NUCLEAR CAPABILITY BY THE RACIST 
REGIME IN SOUTH AERICA; 

(30) URGE THE SECURITY COUNCIL TO TAKE UP AGAIN THE QUESTION 
OP NAMIBIA, WHICH IS STILL ON ITS AGENDA; 

(31) ENDORSE THE MAPUTO DECLARATION IN SUPPORT OF THE PEOPLES OP 
ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA AND PROGRAMME OF ACTION FOR THE LIBERATION 
OP ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA, ADOPTED AT THE INTERNATIONAL CONPERENCE 
CONPIDENTIAL
